The 
odds, of course, are tremen- 
dously against us, but that factor 
seldom enters ‘into our minds— 
most of us are prepared to. take a 
sporting chance and to smile 
whether we gain or Inse. :

There was much said that day 
which made good’ hearing, and 
makes good reading for those 
who were not present but .can} 
obtain their impressions from the 
Press. reports. Truly has - the 
local University reached an in- 
teresting position in its grawth— 
a gtowth which has justified the 
most sanguine hopes of its found- 
ers. Second to none east of Suez, 
and equal to many west of that 
borderline, might‘well be claimed 
for the institution, and a great 
future can be discerned lying 
rahead, with the bigger problems 
of a social and educational nature 
to which the coming together ot 
the East and West is giving 
rise. No doubt our University 
is destined to play its part in that 
‘big awakening that i is'to come— 
that era of peace and prosperity 
for the masses of these regions 
which a]l of us look to and hope 
to witness in our own genoration.
